R e m a r k s .— An average cold cf anlv 29° 15 proves,that there is a material altera* 
tien in the temperature of January, 
it is not busy to asceitain correctly the dcgrcÉ 
of the change, but the effects avo strongly apparent. 
Thermometers were not ilia 
vented 4rhen our ancestors first landed here, therefore wo have no meteorological 
observations to establish ife- exact degree of cold or heat far a lung period after 
their arrival in America. 
Nevertheless we may form a tolerably correct idaa of thè 
severity of their Winters from a passage in Wood’s Prospect, pa;;e 4th,whare speak­ 
ing of tha lo or IS years mmediately precetding the year 16.13,|ho keys,— « Th* 
“ extremity of thia cold Vreather lasteth but for tWo months,or ten weeks,beginning 
“ in December aad breaking up the tenth day of February (21st new style) whicH 
“ hath become a passage very remarkable, that for ten or a dozen years the ivaather 
“ hath held himself to this day, unlocking his icy bays and rivers, which are never* 
“ frozen again the aame year, except there be some small frost, until the middle o í 
« March.” 


Now we presume that it would require a mean cold of . ^ at least, to producév 
aad te continue that freezing of the Bays, so particularly related by W ood.— Tiri» 
is ten degrees below the present average of those months at Boston. 
By ebsarvrf« 
liens made at Cambridge in Massachusetts, for seven years, from I f 80 td 1788- the 
mean temperature of December was 29° 4, of January 23d 5, aud of Febrnary 230 9. 
If we should allow a difference o f 5 dcg. between the climates of Cambridge and 
Newport, this would give January 27 5, from 1780 to 1738; wherfeas in 1817 it 
was 28 69, and in 1818 it was 29 15, making an average of 28 92 — This calculation 
gives us nearly two degrees more warmth at the expiration ol thirty years, wbicia 
is a very sensible improvement of climate. 


W e have also some reason to believe, that before the changes which agricultura 
has produced upow our climate, tho arerage cold of January was greater than that 
ol February, and that it is now bacoming the reverao.
